EpWARD Q. LEEcH, the director 
of the Mint, has submitted to Con- 
‘ gress & report on the production 
of the precious metals for the 
calendar year 1890. 

The gold product of the United 
States was 1,588,880 fine ounces 
(Troy,) of the value of $82,845,000, 
an increase of $45,000 over the pro- 
duct ofthe preceding year. 

The eilver product of our own 
mines approximated 54,500,000 
ounces, corresponding, at the 


average price of silver during the 


year, to $57,225,000, and at the 
coining value of silver, to $70,464,- 
645, against a product of 50,000,000 
fine ounces of the commercial value 
of $46,750,000, and coining value of 
$64,464,464, in the preceding year 
an increase uf 4,500,00 ounces in 
the silver product of the United 
States last year. 

The silver product of our smelt- 
ers and refineries was 64,920,927 
fine ounces. 

The total value of the gold de- 
posited at the Mints during the 
calendar year was $56,217,105.82, of 
which $31,234,342.60 was domestic 
bullien, $4,352,422.70 foreign gold 
bullion, $8,857,447.61 foreign gold 
coin, $558,386.85 light-weight do- 
mestic gold coins, $3,765,364.28 old 
jewelry, plate, etc., and $7,449,- 
141.78 re-deposits, 

The coinage executea curing the 
last calendar year was the largest 
in the history of the Mint service, 
aggregating 124,025,365 pieccs of 
the value of $61,054,882.84. 

The total gold imports were 
$20,379,456. Exports, $24,095,168, 
a net loss of $3,715,712. 

The total silver imports aggre- 
gated $30,782,531. Exports, $26,- 
614,008, a gain of silver of $4,168,- 
528. 

The lead ores imported into the 
United States contained 38,281,731 
pounds of metallic lead and $7,252,- 
442 in silver. 

The amount of precious metals 
used in the arts in the United 
States during the ca'endar year 
was— gold, $18,105,901; _ silver, 
$9,231,178, of which $10,717,472 
gold, and $7,143,635 siver, was new 
bullion. 

The metallic stock of the United 
States was approximately, on Jan- 
uary 1, 1891, gold, $704,597,128; 


silver, $486,545,076 ; total, $1,191,- 
142,204.

The Man Who Always Takes The Queen"s 
Picture. 


William Downey is the grand old men 
of photographers in England, says the 
Pall Mall Budget: . 

He began to practice his profession 
nearly forty years ago, and during that 
long period he has photographed Im- 
perors and Empresses, Kings and 
Queens, Sultans, princes of the blood, 
princesses of the blood, peers of the 
realm, peeresses of the realm, soldiers 
and statesmen, men of letters and 
women of letters, queens of beauty, 


private beauties, and beauties of the 
boards, 


One of his greatest successes was the 
smiling photograph of the Queen, taken 
twenty-four years ago.

When Mr. Downey began, it was with 
the greatest diffieulty that photographs 
of the Queen could be procured. To- 
day all that is altered, and the portraits 
of the Queen are in enormous demand, 
though it is extremely difficult to se- 
cure.a sitting, owing to the many calls 
upon her Majesty’s time. Mr. Downey 
relates with zest how on one occasion 
at Windsor the Queen entered her photo- 
graphic studio there, took off her bon- 
net. adjusted her hair, posed against 
‘so headrest, and said: “‘Now, Mr. 
Downey, I have just five minutes, Lord 
Derby is waiting for me:” Mr. Downey 
is not-a nervous man, so he got a good 
result. 

‘Some men have the greatest objec- 
tion to having their portraits taken,” 
said Mr. Downey. ‘“‘It is a species of 
vanity.” Mr. Disraeli was one of these 
peculiar people, and we owe it to her 
Majesty that Mr. Downey’s well-known 
photograph of the famous statesman is 
in existence. One day ‘he happened to 
be in attendance at Balmoral, and, after 
much persuasion by the Queen, con- 
sented to face the lens which was on 
the lawn. Mr. Disraeli was always a 
dandy, and on this oceasion he wore a 
light coat and a pair of light blue trou- 
sers, which was not the sort of cos- 
tume that a statesman should make his 


bow to the world in. The negatives 
were not a suceess. Dizzy consented to 
sit again nextday. The rain was com- 
ing down a little when Dizzy stepped 
out into the grounds wearing a beauti- 
ful black velvet coat. The rain an-

Butter at One Dollar a Pound. 

Butter at one dollar a pound seems pret- 
ty high, but there is one grade brought to 
the Washington market which ‘‘fetches” 
that money. As may be surmised, how- 
ever, the demand for such butter is lim- 
ited. Only a few families use it, chief 
among them being those of the many- 
times millionaire Senators from Cali- 
fornia, Stanford and Hearst. The but- 
ter in question is a brand of peculiar 
excellence, made at Darlington, Pa. It 
is worked until it is uncommonly firm 
and dry. That it is worth one dollar a 
pound, however, may well be doubted. 
Only twenty or thirty pounds a week 
are sold. There are other grades of 
gilt-edged butter that sell at sixty, fifty, 
forty-five and forty cents respectively. 
The forty-cent grade is used at the 
White House and is very good. The 
fifty-cent and sixty-cent grades are 
made in Philadelphia from sclected 
cream and are considered very fine carti- 
cles. The butter which is sold at the 
White House is from Elgin, 11). Large 
quantities of the best butter sold in 
Washington come from the Vvest. 
First-rate butter can be had there at 
thirty-five cents and a very good grade 
is quoted at twenty-five. 


An Absurdity of Fashion.

Gould and Curry Mine 


on the Comstock. 


the Early Times of the 
Territory. 


Overland passengers who buy frnit 
of a decrepit. old man at the depot, 
who can be seen anv morning with 
his basket on the arrival of trains 
from either east or west, do not know 
that they are contributing to the sup- 
port of Alva Gould, the original lo- 
cator of the world-famed Gould & 
Curry mine on the Comstock. Mr. 
Gould is a familiar figure in Reno. 
The Gazetre publishes to-day a very 
good cut of the old gentleman made 
by the GazerTre’s special artist from a 
photograph by Swisher & Bender. A 
biographical history of the old man 
will prove interesting reading to many 
of the GazeTrTr’s readers. 

Mr. Gould was born on June 15, 
1815, and crossed the plains in 1849, 
arriving in Sacramento in 1850. He 
followed placer miaing in California 
until 1858, when he came to the then 
Territory of Nevada. Ue discovered 
silver on the ground of the celebrated 
Gould & Curry mine January 6, 1859, 
and on January 22d located the same. 
Curry was 
A MINE JUMPER 
Or ‘‘floater’’ as he was tl.e , termed and 
jumped the location Mr: Gou'd had 
made, and forced Mr. Gould to take 
him in asapartner. Mr. Gould made 
arrangements witha party of pros- 
pectors to develop the mine and when 
they found how rich it was, manayed 
to swindle him out of itand he never 
gotadollar. Curry suid his interest 
to Henry Meredith, who was after 
wards killed ina battle with the In- 
dians at Pyramid Lake io April 1860.

|A ROMANCE OF THE DAY. | 


‘It Proves That Chivalric Devotion 
Is Not Yet Dead. 


| An Italian Prince Falls ig Love with an 


American Girl and Is Kejected, 
But Follows His Swecthcart 
to the Tomb. 


Who will say that this practical age 
has killed all romance? The following 
narrative is a true one, according to the 
New York Tribune, and is vouched for 
by very high authority.

In the first 
place I would never give my daughter 
to a Roman Catholic: secondly, she 
shall never marry a foreigner; and last, 
and by no means ‘least, she is all we 
have, and her mother and I could never 
consent to be separated from her.”

“Prince, who arrived, however, too late 
to see the face of her whom he had 
loved so passionately and suddenly. 
_ Meeting on the common ground of grief 
for the loved and lost, the Prince and 
father were reconciled. A large ship 
| was chartered and its largest cabin 
beautifully fitted up as a chapel in 
which, upon a bier in front of the altar, 
was placed the coffin containing the 
embalmed body of the dead girl. Then 
the father and lover set sail for home. 
All through the long voyage the 
candles are kept burning and daily 
service is held in the mortuary chapel 
which the two mourners invariably at- 
tend. The millionaire owns his own 
docks and the stately ship sails up into 
the harbor, coming to anchor at the 
very portals of the maiden’s own dear- 
ly loved home. Onthe dock are 2,000 
workmen of her father’s, with crape on 
hat and sleeve, WAiting for their dead. 
Slowly the coffin is lowered to 
‘the boat; reverently it is  car- 
ried on the land, where stand the 
|many men with bowed heads to re- 
ceive it. Very carefully and tenderly it 
is lifted by six chosen bearers and 
slowly and solemnly it is borne up the 
long avenue tothe house. The father and 
the Prince become intimate through 
their weird journey, and in mutual 
sympathy walk together in the proces- 
sion, the men forming two by two and 
falling into rank. The last rites are 
paid, the body committed to its native 
earth, and without one look at the New 
World the Prince takes a steamer the 
day after for Europe. That this man 
should have been fated to love this 
woman with a love as strong as 
death seems passing strange.

'The Latest Styles in Coffins and 


Robes for the Dead. 


An Estimate of the Expense Attendant 
Upon a Fashionable Funeral— 
Modern Improvements 
in Undertaking.

“T do not know of any other business 
in which such marvelous changes have 
taken piace in com marativel7 few Venus 
asinthat of undertalrin:,” 
the leading men in the business to a ro- 
porter for the Minneapolis Tribua-. 
“Ten or a dozen years ago undertakers 
made all their own coffins. They were 
usually practical cabinet-makers, and 
in addition to burying manufactured 
wood-work of all the finer kinds, as 
well as coffins. Now the business of 
manufacturing cofiins has got into the 
hands of afew big concerns, which 
have a practical monopoly. They have 
their factories in the lumber districts, 
and if necessary could casily undersell 
any’man who would undertake to man- 
ufacture on a small seale. Undertakers 
buy from them. at wholesale rates, and 
the arrangement is a protiti.ble one for 
both sides. Many of these firms carry 
a stock of coffins worth fifty thousand 
dollars. They are reoresented by dram- 
mers who, instead of carrying samples, 
have books, claborately iilustrated with 
cuts of the different styles.” 

“Ilas this new arrangement reduced 
the cost of burial?” the reporter asked. 

“No. On the other hand a fancral 
costs more now than at any time within 
a half century, at least,”

to earth’ casket this would be «liiforent. 
This casket is made of rough rattan, 
through the open meshes of which the 
air has free access to the remains, 
causing speedy dissolution. Dut the 
very fact that the body quickly 4s- 
similates with the earth is siflicient to 
make this style of coffin unpopular. 

*A man while living may prefer cre- 
mation after death, but there is some- 
thing offensive in the thoucht of re- 
ducing the remains of a dead person to 
ashes, which causes living friends to 
shrink from this metffbd of disposing of 
the dead. I suppose it-is a somewhat 
similar feeling which prevents them 
from using the ‘earth to earth’ caslret. 
This style of coffin costs from fifty dol- 
lars up, according to the trimming 
used. While it disappears quickly, 
after being put under the ground, it is 
strong and answers every practical pur- 
pose. 

‘“Embalming is also rapidly taking 
the place of the old-fashioned ice-box. 
The modern process is‘a great improve- 
ment over the old-fashioned way of 
keeping the dead, and costs but very 
little more. Shortly after death a 
quantity of colorless liquid is injected 
into the arteries, and instead of making 
a corpse look more ghastly, as ice did, 
it improves the appearance by preserv- 
ing the natural expression and color 


and by filling out the features in cases 
of emaciation.” 

“Do you have much trouble in col- 
lecting bills?’ was the reporter's next 
query. 

‘Well, we have some trouble. You 
see, it is just this way: People are op- 
posed to any thing like economy, or, 
more properly speaking, ‘stinginess,’ in 
providing burial for a dead relative or 
friend. Some member of the family 
jroes to an undertaker and makes prepa- 
rations for the funeral, promising to 
pay the bill afterward. The under- 
taker is told to do every thing in the best 
style, and the bereaved family. is 
surprised at the size of the bill. They 
believe that the undertaker is trying to 
swindle them, thinking they will not 
dispute the charge; and thus they fre- 
quently refuse to pay. As a general 
thing, people who pay promptly have 
an understanding as to the exact cost of 
every thing before completing the ar- 
rangements. In some cases the under- 
taker is able to collect from a man’s es- 
tate, but in many the bill is a loss to 
him. 

‘*The cheapest funeral, that of an in- 
fant, will cost nine dollars, while you 
can expend almost any sum you want, 
one funeral, for instance, that of Gen- 
eral Grant, costing over fourteen thou- 
sand dollars. One of the most expen- 
sive features.of a funeral is the music, a 
poor quartette costing at least one hun- 
dred dollars. Very frequently the cost 
is added to by giving the minister a fee. 
If a man possessed of any property dies 
without friends or relatives in this city 
the public administrator gives him a 
funeral in accordance with his means. 

“The handle of a coffin has much to 
do with its appearance. Of these there 
are at least five thousand different va- 
rieties, the latest style being covered 
with plush or cloth similar to that used 
onthe casket. Funerals with long lines 
of carriages are not so much in vogue 
now, the money being expended on the 
coffin and the hearse, where it will 
show to more advantage. Day funerals 
are becoming more rare all the time, 
the evening being preferred, because 
business men can attend. 

‘‘Cloth-covered caskets are now more 
generally used than the rosewood or 
black-walnut coffins which were s0 pop- 
ular for a time. The cloth-covered cas- 
kets are made of pine or ebony, those for 
young people being covered with light- 
colored cloth, or with various delicate 
shades of plush. Coffins for elderly per- 
sons are usually lined with black satin. 
The most durable woodiscedar. Metal- 
lic coffins, which now cost less than for- 
merly, are mostly used when the death 
has occurred from contagious diseases 
or in warm climates.”’
